Censorship Invoked 
About the time that the Cicala 
radioed its report, Japanese navy 
censors at Shanghai lifted a cen­ 
sorship they had imposed for 24 
hours after the attack.

though the Japanese Dome! News 
agency had reported that the J a ­ 
panese navy authorities were “in 
vestigating."

This may be explained by 
pointing out th at a large group of 
human diseases are spread by car­ 
riers. 
Diphtheria Is an example. 
Some people carry around diph­ 
theria germs in the mouth or nose. 
They may be attenuated in viru­ 
lence, and people associating with 
these people get small doses of the 
germs which they can kill off and 
gradually develop an immunity by 
contact. 
School contacts create a great 
many of the contact immunities in 
the children. 
In an^ 
fourth or 
fifth grade over half the pupils 
would be found immune to diph­ 
theria. although chay never 
ad it. 
I am referring to the days before 
the widespread use of immunization 
by toxoid. 
Nowadays we want to create im­ 
munity to diphtheria before the 
dangers o: exposure have begun to 
operate. 
We do not want ti wait 
for contact immunity to develop. 
How it should be done will be de­ 
scribed in an article later in the 
week.

Many persons are unable to understand how the public health nurse 
can find enough illness to keep her busy. Caring for the actual mor­ 
bidity cases is a very small item in the general health educational pro­ 
gram. 
Public health nursing includes all nursing services organized by a 
community or an agency to assist in carrying out any or all phases 
of the public health program . Services may be rendered on an individ­ 
ual. family or community basis in home, school, clinic, business estab­

serves and assists in adjustm ent 
of health situations in the homes

environment—physical, 
emotional and social, is an im­ 
portant.

4. Adult 
Health

public 
health nurse encourages the per­ 
iodic health examinations, teaches 
the fundamentals of personal hy­ 
giene in order to assist in the pre­ 
vention and retardation of those 
diseases specific to adult life, and 
assists in securing early diagnosis 
and treatm ent of those diseases. 
5. Communicable 
Disease—The 
nurse instructs parents, teachers, 
and other individuals and groups 
to recognize early symptoms, iso­ 
late suspicious cases and to carry 
out proper precautions to prevent 
the spread of infection. 
6. Tuberculosis 
The 
most im­ 
portant and apparently 
difficult 
task in the control of this disease 
is the finding of the cases and con­ 
tacts. The public in general 
have 
an idea that tuberculosis is incur­ 
able so that it is best to not know 
whether l\p or she has it. Quite the 
contrary, however, the earlier the 
case is 
found, 
the 
better 
the 
chance for arresting the disease.

Another Battaglia Slain 
In New Chicago Gang War 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25—(U P )—P aul B attaglia, 44, one of a dozen 
B attaglias who m ade the old "42 gang” notorious during prohibition 
days, was found slain early today in a W est side alley. 
He w as the 
10th victim of gang vengeance in Chicago during the last tw o m onths 
and the third B attaglia to die by gangland guns since 1931. 
He w as found on top of a pile of trash by a w atchm an. He had been 
shot once behind the rig h t ear. 
His rig h t trouser leg w as rolled up 
as if he had been dragged some distance. Police said he undoubtedly 
had been killed on 
a "one-w ay «>---------------------------------------------------- 
on 
ride,’* dumped from an autom o­ 
bile, and dragged into the alley. 
They have found little evidence 
th a t any of the IO slayings w ere 
related and have been unable to 
explain them . 
None of the killers 
have been captured. 
In ruthless­ 
ness the killings recall the gang­ 
land outrages of the prohibition 
era when Al (Scarface) Capone 
ruled the Chicago underworld. 
Police Record Long 
B attag lia had a long police re­ 
cord, dating from 1923, but B ureau 
of Identification officers had dif­ 
ficulty in tracing his background. 
They frankly adm itted they were 
confused by a score of records— 
with 
criss-cross 
references 
to 
brothers, cousins and other kin— 
on the B attaglia clan. 
Police Capt. John E gan said 
B attaglia m ay have been involved 
in

dispute 
am ong W est side 
gam blers, possibly as the result 
of recent holdup. 
E gan said a Social Security card 
had been 
found 
in 
B attag lia’s 
pocket. 
Also in his pocket was 
an auto license card issued to his 
brother, Tony. 
Both w ere known hoodlums and 
m em bers of the "42 G ang”, so- 
called because it originally had 
42 mem bers. 
It has been wiped 
out. 
Police identified Paul and

as 
brothers

A ugust 
(A ngie) B attaglia, who was shot 
and killed New Y ear’s Day, 1931, 
on a South Side street. 
They also 
were identified as brothers of Sam 
B attaglia, leader of the "42 G ang" 
during the late 20’s and a known 
liquor runner. 
E gan believed Paul and Tony 
also were brothers of F ran k B at­ 
taglia, who w as killed by gangsters 
in M arch, 1932.
